On Insanity Engaged by Thaw De- 


I'ense Changed His Mlim. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 1—Dr. Henry 


A. Hutchiuson, superintendent of the 
Western Pennsylvania 
Hospital for 


the Insane of Dixmont, Pa., and one 
of' the best known alienists In the 
United States, Thursday notified the 
counsel for Harry K. Ttiaw mat he 
will not go to New York to appear as 
an expert in behalf

proached by representatives of

defense and had agreed to attend the 
trial as one of the experts for Thaw, 
but had changed his mine! :ind will 
not attend.

York to attend the trial, will testify 
that while Thaw is not insane, ne » 
subject to violent outbursts of tem- 
per, which verge on emotional insan- 
ity, and that 
at times he is not 


wholly accountable 
for his actions. 


Before leaving, Dr. Wiley Is said ta 
have told a friend that under m» e»- 
cumstances could 
he 
testify 
that 


Thaw is not always in full possession 
of his reasoning faculties. 


JEROME'S AID GIVEN JOB. _ 
New York, Feb. 1.—District Attor- 


ney Jereme announced for the first 
time that he had decided not to make 
the opening address to the jury in the 
Thaw trial. He will turn the task 
over to his assistant, Francis P. Gar- 
van, who has had immediate eharga 
of the Thaw case ever since the night 
of the tragedy. 


Three sworn jurors were released 


from further service in the case, mak- 
ing five in all summarily excused from 
the trial panel during the last three 
days. Jn the case of two of the re- 
leased jurors no explanation was 
made on court. The third was allowed 
to go upon a physician's certificate 
that his life would be imperiled by the 
close confinement of jury service. 
Three satisfactory 
talesmen 
were 


found to replace the excused jurors, 
so that when the rapidly shifting situ- 
ation underwent a survey there were 
again 11 men in the jury box, the same 
number that had been seated at the 
close of W«. Inesday's session. 


Further chapters may be added to 


•what has 
already become an un- 


precedented record in criminal pro- 
cedure in New York city. There were 
several conferences of attorneys, at 
which District Attorney Jerome is said 
to have vigorously urged the release 
of still another juror now oa the 
panel. Thaw's counsel, however, are 
said to have blocked every effort of 
the prosecuting officer in this direc- 
tion. The disagreement, which first 
developed 
in 
Justice 
Fitzgerald's 


chambers, was resumed in open court 
at the judge's desk twice thereafter, 
and engendered a bitter feeling among 
the attorneys. 


Before this clash Attorney Jerome 


had announced that it had been unani- 
mously agreed to relieve Jurors Da- 
vid S. Walker and Louis Haas from 
further service. Mr. Walker, who is a 
son of John Brisben Walker, was num- 
ber 4, and Mr. Haas was number 9 on 
the jury roll. 
Both are young men 


and unmarried. Neither couid offer 
an explanation for the court's action 
in ordering their discharge. 


When a messenger came from the 


district attorney's office, there was a 
whispered consultation with Justice 
Fitzgerald and the attorneys, and it 
was announced that because of ill 
health, juror number 11. Henry I. 
Kleinberger, a silk merchant, would 
be relieved from further service. This 
action was a complete surprise, and 
evidently had no connection with the

This is conceded to be mere- 
ly a matter of time. Of course, it is 
not to be supposed that the change 
will take place at a given moment. It 
will take years to accomplish this. 


To change the motive power on the 


railroads of the country from steam 
to electricity would mean 
that the 


manufacturing capacity of American 
factories making electrical machinery 
would ha've to be constantly 'at work 
for 20 years from now on. 


Many advantages of electric 
over 


steam power are apparent to the rail- 
road man and have been demonstrat- 
ed so that it may be truthfully as- 
serted we are entering upon the era 
of the electric railway. What 
has 


been done already? 
The Pennsylva- 


nia railroad has been operating for 
some time by electricity on Long Isl- 
and, between Philadelphia and Atlan- 
tic City. 
The New York Central is 


running electric trains on schedule 
time from the New York Grand Cen- 
tral depot. The New York, New Ha- 
ven and Hartford is doing the same 
thing. The Erie railroad has started 
to operate electric 
trains 
between 


Mount Morris and Rochester, N. Y. 
The Grand Trunk of Canada operates 
electric trains in the Saranac tunnel 
under the St. Clair river, and a 100 
mile 
railroad 
between 
Spokane, 


Wash., and Lewiston, Idaho, operat- 
ing 
by electricity 
exclusively, was 


completed a few days ago. 


These are a few examples of whaf 


has been doae in the 
direction of 


changing from steam to electric pow- 
er; but if one were to cite the pro- 
jects which are now under contempla- 
tion, the list would be simply amaz- 
ing. There are the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & .Western, the Southern, the 
Baltimore & Ohio," the Great North,- 
ern, 
the Chicago and North Western, 


and all other prominent trunk lines 
of the country which have-their plans 
prepared in the drawing offices and 
have the specifications ready to bring 
into execution at any 
moment. To 


say that the railroads of the country 
will spend $r>00,000,000 during 
the 


next five years in 
the purchase of 


electric railway apparatus is said to 
be a conservative estimate.

THE HUMAN THROAT.

It frequently takes 
weeks before thi§? confidence can be 
secured, and un-ttt' it is secured it is 
impossible to perform an operation.

His oper- 
ations will be resented with violent 
paroxysms, first of the throat, then of 
the diaphragm, and, if ^the operator stil!

the fact that this'little brain has a 
memory, and if once frightened in this 
way it is almost impossible to ever 
gain its confidence, no matter how 
gentle the operator may be.

Th« Greetings and the Present* In 


China ar.d Japan. 


The most -wonderful ceremonies con- 


nected with the new year occur In Chi- 
na aad Japan. A Chinese city presents 
a busy and attractive spectacle oa 
New Tear's day. The streets are 
thronged with people dressed in gala 
attire. The mandarins are known by 
the red, blue, white and gilt balls on 
their caps. 
Gentlemen of rank and 


wealth are carried in palanquins. \Vhen 
friends meet they greet each other 
•with 
"Kung-hi! 
Kuug-hi:" 
which 


means, "I respectfully wish you joy." 
But instead of shaking bauds in the 
American fashion each grasps his own 
hands, lifts them as high as his chin 
uuu v>uii u t,\\eepiug muuuu Uiru\ss 
them down as low as possible, bend- 
ing the body at the same time. This 
is the mode of salutation among the 
Chinese. At the dawn of New Year's 
day the visits of congratulation begin, 
and Xew Year's gifts are sent to par- 
ticular friends, always accompanied by 
a visiting ticket of red paper, on which 
are written the name ot the donor and 
a list of the presents sent. These con- 
sist usually of silks, fine tea, sweet- 
meats, ornaments of personal wear, 
toys and souvenirs of various kinds. 
In Japan the custom is to send letters 
on rice paper to those in distant places, 
conveying the formal expression of the 
New Year's greetings. 
Presents of 


cooked rice, roasted peas, oranges and 
figs are offered to every one.—Leslie's 
Weekly. 


ABUSE OF INDOORS. 


We Rely Too Much on the Protection 


of Our Houses. 


Houses were made for shelter, not 


for confinement; for freedom, not re- 
straint. They were intended to enlarge 
our sphere of activities, not to dimm- 
ish them.

wet to live out of doors. Any other time 
out of doors is best. To sleep out of 
doors for a month is better than a trip 
to Europe.

Facts About Building Stone. 


Almost everybody knows the rule of 


the masons that stone used in build- 
ing should be so placed that it will lie 
as it lay in its natural bed when quar- 
ried. But Francis W. Hoyt in the En- 
gineering News says that this familiar 
rule is not always to be depended upon 
and needs in many cases to be supple- 
mented with other precautions. There 
are three planes of fracture known to 
quarrymen. The rift is the direction 
in which the stone splits most easily, 
the grain that which is nest easiest, 
the head that which offers the greatest 
resistance. In a paving block the two 
sides represent the rift fracture, the 
top and bottom the grain and the ends 
the head. But in a quarry the natural 
bed is sometimes considerably inclined 
to the plane of the rift; henc-e the im- 
perfection of the ordinary rule for plac- 
ing the stone in building. 


Ysleta. 


St. Augustine, Fla., founded by the 


Spaniards in 15G4, is generally said to 
be the oldest European settlement 
within the present limits of the United 
States, but some twenty or thirty 
years earlier Coronado, the Spanish 
conqueror and explorer, leading an ex- 
pedition from the City of Mexico north- 
Tard, had founded some sort of a 
Spanish colony at the ancient Indian 
village of Ysleta, in El Paso county, 
Tex. In the southwest it is therefore 
claimed that Ysleta is the oldest Euro- 
pean settlement in the United States.— 
St. Louis Republic.

MAY SUCCEED 
GROSVENCR 


Friends Would Have Him on the 


Ways and Means Committee of the 
House—Debate Inaugurated on the 
Appropriation For Rivers and Har- 


\Vashinston, Feb. t.—The members 


of the Ohio congressional delegation 
in particular and membt-is of con- 
gress in general expressed surprise 
at the announcement that Congress- 
man Burton of Cleveland has definite- 
ly determined to retire 1'iom the chair- 
manship of the rivers aud harbors 
committee of the next house in the 
next congress. Congressman Burton 
unqualifiedly confirmed the announce- 
ment. Already there is a strong senti- 
ment favoring the selection of Repre- 
sentative Burton as the successor of 
General Grosvenor on the ways and 
means committee of the house in the 
next congress. 


Mr. Burton opened debate in the 


house on the river and harbor appro- 
priation bill. He said- "My heart 
and the heart of every American 
swells with a just pride when we con- 
sider the glorious record of our navy, 
without one blemish upon its fair es- 
cutcheon from the days of John Paul 
Jones to this day of De/.-ey, Sampson 
and Schley (applause). But is it giv- 
ing to commerce a square deal when 
it receives for its rivers and harbors 
practically the only appropriations 
made for commerce, 3 per cent, and 
•war and its rewards in this peace- 
loving nation of ours receives 40 per 
cent a year of our total annual appro- 
priations for all the purposes of the 
government?" 


Mr. Burton said that during the past 


five years the navy had alone received 
a total of $490,000,000, almost as much 
in five years as rivers and harbors had 
received during the entire 118 years of 
our national life. "Is that a square 
deal?" he asked. "I do not think so, 
and I am convinced that this house 
does not think so." He said if con- 
gress were to properly improve all the 
meritorious waterways, the expend- 
iture would be a billion dollars instead 
of the five hundred millions that have 
been expended. 
"The policy of the 


government in the past," emphatically 
declared Mr. Burton.'^'aas been nig- 
gardly and parsimonious in the ex- 
treme." He cited numerous instances 
to bear out his assertion. 


Columous Barracks Case. 


Washington, Feb. 1.—It was said at 


the war department that no report had 
been received respecting the recent 
alleged order of Lieutenant Colonel 
Glenn to the soldiers at Columbus bar- 
racks to attend divine services. Last 
week Lieutenant Colonel Glenn was of- 
ficially informed by the 
department 


that he might order such soldiers as 
cared to attend divine services to or- 
ganize ia squads and proceed to their 
respective places of worship. If nec- 
essary 
a 
noncommissioned 
officer 


might be designated to conduct the 
squad to their churches and see that 
the men were properly seated, but 
they were not themselves required to 
take any part in the services, and in 
fact no soldier in the United Statea 
army is required to do so. 


Pursuing Lottery Agents. 


Washington, Feb. 1.—As the result 


of a conference at the department of 
justice, it was decided to take steps 
designed to put an end tc the opera- 
tions of the Honduras National Lot- 
tery company in this country. Assist- 
ant 
Attorney 
General Cooley an- 


nounced that indictments would at 
once be returned against agents and 
employes of the company in Boston. 
Mobile and Wilmington, Del., as a re- 
sult of recent raids in these three 
cities, in which a large number of the 
lottery tickets were seized and agents 
of the company arrested. 


Carry Out Bishops' Declaration. 
Paris, Feb. 1.—The first definite 


move in the carrying out of the dec- 
laration made by the bishops is re- 
corded from the diocese of Grenoble, 
where the priests of 14 communes, 
forming the eanton of Virieu, present- 
ed the mayors with the draft of a 
lease for the churches couched in tha 
terms set forth in the bishops' declara- 
tion. 
Ten of the mayors at once 


signed this draft, while four deferred 
signing until the receipt of instruc- 
tions. It now remains to be seen 
whether the prefect will confirm the 
action of the mayors ^ho signed. 


Still Another Blizzard. 


Minot, N. D., Feb. 1.—North Dakota 


is again in the grasp of a fierce bliz- 
zard. 
A terrific windstorm, accom- 


panied by a light fan oi snow, bids 
fair to undo in a few hours what the 
railroad companies htve spent days in 
trying to overcome. The blizzard ii 
the worst which has struck the stata 
this winter, and the result to the food 
supply will be disastrous beyond 
measure.
